After  months  of  waiting  for  the  Robins  first  song,  which  is  one  of 
the  signs  of  spring,  he  arrived  and  proudly  announced  that  he  was  here 
to  stay  and  that  Spring  is  here.  He  asked  me  how  all  the  Annuals  and 
perennials  were  and  if  there  would  be  as  nice  plants  as  last  year.  I 
answered  him  in  the  following  way; 

•The  seedlings  of  the  annuals  are  the  same  fine  quality.  They  have 
grown  very  well  and  are  nice  strong  plants,  with  a  good  root  growth, 
which  is  most  important. • 

•The  perennials,  because  of  the  cold  winter,  are  eager  and  anxious 
to  start  their  growth  and  become  nice  big  specimens  for  my  customers 
to  buy.  The  varieties  are  excellent  and  there  is  a  wide  range  of  thorn. 

He  then  asked  me  what  I  would  have  to  sell  this  year  and  I  gave 
him  a  list  like  the  one  on  the  following  pages.  After  he  bad  read  it,

Last  year,  I 
picked  them  and  sold  them  on  my  cart  in  front  of  the  Garden craft  Shop 
from  June  1st  to  the  middle  of  July.  What  could  be  better  than  that;

As  some  imagine,  Sweet  Peas  are  not  difficult  to  raise.  But  first  a 
word  about  the  varieties  of  this  year.  All  that  are  listed  are  the  be3t 
possible  colors  and  have  nice  long  stems  for  cutting.  The  colors  are  fine 
without  any  repetition,  as  has  been  the  case  in  years  before.  I  am  sure 
that  you  will  be  very  much  pleased  with  them. 

Now  a  word  about  the  cultural  directions.  First  of  all,  there  are 
three  plants  in  a  pot,  well  grown  and  ready  to  plant  out.  When  they  are 
planted  do  not  separate  each  individual  plant  but  plant  the  whole  contents 
of  each  pot.  This  way  you  will  have  nice  bushy  plants  and  furthermore  they 
do  not  like  to  be  divided.  Almost  any  good  garden  soil  will  do  with  a  little 
extra  preparation.  For  a  double  row,  which  is  best,  dig  a  trench  two  feet 
wide  and  twelve  to  eighteen  inches  deep.  In  replacing  the  soil,  incorporate 
plenty  of  humus  in  the  form  of  well  rotted  manure.  Add  a  little  lime  and 
mix  these  two  as  the  trench  is  refillod.  Pack  the  soil  well  when  refilling 
to  stamp  out  any  air  pockets.  When  you  set  the  plants  firm  them  down  well 
for  the  same  reason.  Be  careful  not  to  break  the  roots.  Plant  contents  of 
each  pot  12-15  inches  apart.  Be  sure  they  get  plenty  of  water  as  they  like 
it.  Spray  with  Nicitime  solution  if  Aphids  appear.  Place  supports  before 
planting  so  they  can  3tart  right  on  clinibing.  They  should  bloom  a  good  port 
of  the  early  summer  if  proper  care  is  taken  of  them  and  they  get  plenty  of 
water.  Remember  the  earlier  you  plant  them  the  earlier  the  blooms  and  more 
of  them.
